Mr. Hentiin moved! Wberen* the pro¬ 
position submitted by the promoter* <*r 
the British Pacific Railway to the gov¬ 
ernment ha* arnQMd considerable di»- 

euiction throughout the province; and 
whereas the tiimneinl aid naked for tv:t« 
one of the reasons given by the execu¬ 
tive <council for their refusal to enter¬ 
tain the proposition: Be It therefore re* 
solved, that in the opinion of this hou-*-. 
*he government acted in the tme JR*-u*r-; 
er,t of the country in their refusal to tira, 
eept the propoaal feutmiitted to them, ;»*4 
the province ia not in ft position to Joan- ; 
fy the giving of financial aid to this en¬ 
terprise. 

In submitting’this motion to the hou-e 
Air. SeuUin bad no idea of *BtfcftWft»*lna ; 
the government, or moving n vote of 
censure on them, beetrr,**© he believed 
that ho far a* the government have act 
ed, they have received the commend.; 
tion of the house and the country. as 
the proposition was made beyond the 
financial ability of the country. Thr 
question now to bo nettled is—What is 
the financial ability of the country *o 
far aa this matter ia concerned? All 
know that the province ia not In a posi- 
tkn to grant any large money aid to 
any enterprise just now, for the gov* r*c 
meat must net very carefully and con¬ 
servatively with the pwliefa revenue 
For years back, the rctenoo has net 
been sufficient to meet the tegular ex¬ 
penditure. and for that reason Mr. Bern- 
lin thought it would be well for the 
house to support the government ns fy 
hh they have gone nud to say deflni* •*>• 
wlmt the government should do. The 
opinion of those who proposed-this re¬ 
solution was that the government w 
not In a position to give any fluandai 
aid to this propsition. At the time ‘bis 
scheme first came before the govern 
went there was no question of finan- »:i| 
aid mentioned; the first time it w»s 
broached was in 1WK?. aarar three or 
four years after the hind grant was 
giren. Mr. Betulin reviewed the U*gi»- 
hitbut on the subject and the 
prr>psitions submitted. ;inth said it waft* 
well that this matter should be settled 
nt once, aa one part of the provine*** 
which although not prepared to sup* >rt 
the proposition submitted to the govern¬ 
ment. at ill think that another one shoull 
be submitted, and the question is. what 
sort of a one w*>uhf be acceptable r«t, 
the people of the province ns » whole? 

Captain Irving was somewhnt sur¬ 
prised nt the ranguuge of the leader of 
the opposition. who must know that the 
country enum»t advance unless the pop¬ 
ulation Is Increased and the provfcce 
opened, up. Tlua railway would do 
that: It would interfere injuriously w ’h 
no district, but would Instead help the 
enire province. 

sMr. Booth wna afraid he could not 

jtow Captain Irving and rote against 
this resolution,, because it was mainly 
In accordance with his, Mr. Booth's 
views, in so fhr ns the present is con¬ 
cerned. Fie believed that, to the ext«nl 
proposed. the goutfrniucnt had acted in 
the true intern* of the province. As to 
what should be done in the future, he 
was not in n position to say and would 
therefore move to strike out all th** 
words after ‘'them,” iu the resolution,* 
making it read;. 

“Where as the proposition submitted 1 
by the promoters ai the British lHudflc 
Railway to the government has arouse*!

financial nid asked for was one of the 
renactiH giren by the executive eouu -il 
tot their refusal to entertain tile pm- 
Im> sitititt: 'lb* it therefor* resolve^, that 
in the opinion of this house, the gov »ru- 
ment noted }n the trite Interests of Ihe 
coiintrv in their refusal to ;nvktffe.rbc 
pronqait^m submitted to.them. * 

Air." William* could not support the 
amendment.* n* the resolution ns pro¬ 
posed dealt with the present. The

They arc then pour¬ 
ed luto a rattler, which lu a rapidly re¬ 
volving cylinder, through which n Jet of 
air Is passed under high pressure. This 
removes nil the dust aud high particle*. 
Black lend Is sometimes put in^jo give 
them n polish, and then they pfifc on to 
the sifter, which sorts them ufld take* out 
tin* Imperfect lacks, leaving the g\M>d ones 
to 1 m* poitsed r*n nnd dropped luto n iwx. 
from which they are taken to be parked 
by quick Angered girls. A good work¬ 
woman can pack 1.0M) pounds of tacks In 
n day. When one realises that many of 
these machines are going, sad that the 
tacks ut this rate are being sent out to 
market, the wonder grows—where all the 
tacks go to.

One of out reporters called UJKJ9 M. 
De I'utron Gllddon, at 91 Queen street, 
I'hespaide. to Irani whether he hud any 
information itjam the gold mining *«'• 
tion of the pruvinee that would be of 
•interest to our readers. 

Mr. Gllddon said:—I know quite n lit¬ 
tle about British Columbia, ns I have 
taken a great interest in that section oi 
Canada. Indeed my home in Butte is 
headquarters for most of the business 
done up there, I guess. You are prob 
ably surprised at that statement* b< 
the fact is that the great development of 
mining in* British Columbia has I been 
done, not by 4be British people, but by 
the cltiKtM of the I'nited Btotes. The 
imtiriug hustle of the Americali lend- 
hlm to disregard state lines, and his 

# commercial audacity makes him take 
chances and win prlxra that the super 
conaervntfv* son of Jehu Bull never has 
ft yhanec of gettiug. 

Quite a good deal of interest is lie- 
in taken in mining in the province now 
a-days, and I learn that Vancouver is 
to hnve a chamber of mines and Vic¬ 
toria a stock exchange. 

British Columbia generally U very thor¬ 
oughly mineralized, it would not l*e easy 
to mention any part of the province 
which by the way is three times as large 
ns Great Britain, that docs not coutain 
mineral lands. 

Probably about the l»est known mining 
district is fie Cariboo, which lias al¬ 
ready produced over ten millions pound 
ready produced over ten million 
pouuds worth of gold, ami yet so back¬ 
ward has been the development of th»* 
country, that they have neither a rail 
road nor any locomotive of any kind, 
and all ore has to be carried In wagon*, 
at a most serious coat. 

Then there is the Kootenay district, in 
which are some of the very best mines 
on the American continent. This is the 
district that is so largely controlled by 
T'nited States capitalists. There Is for 
instance, the great War Ragle mine, 
eoutrolled by men living In Butte, Mon- 
tana, and Spokane. Washington. Now 

that mine cost these shrewd Americana 
for all development, so I am told, just 
nbout £9200. and they have divided up 
for their profits already two and one 
half that suin of iuon‘*jr. The average 
value of their ore is about two ouucc*. 
but thoroughly authenticated assays, 
run r«* high as 800 ounces to the ton, 
while one assay went ns high os 1109 
ounce*. Besides this great mine, there 
nre the lx* Roi and the Josh*, ami I hap¬ 
pen to know that something like eigh¬ 
teen mouths ago, or rather less, both of 
these were off Pled here in i^ondon for 
a men* song, but were scarcely looked 
at, but a cmiple of American miners 
from over the border got hold of them, 
and they have proved much more than 
they were stated to be. *»» that instead 
of bciug purvhtiK. nbtc for a few hundred 
pounds, they could not be touched for 
less than half r million dollars. Ain 
the whole of these three properties are 
in the hands of citizens of the Doited 
Status. 

The average value of ore in Trol 
i'rrak is nboqt the same as in the best 
gold fields of ('olorado. excepting a* 
wnys ('ripple’ Creek, and the average 
will ensily show double that of the 
Rand mines. 

What Itri’ish Columbia wants bndl 
is some large companies to develop her 
4 wonderful resources, to build railroads, 
to locate good townritc*, to open up her 
mines, and also to Indqce settlers to til 
her soli and make some commercial use 
Of her ina|*ycllou* wraith of lumber. 

What do you think about the govern 
ment of the province, naked our report 
er. Are there any difficulties in that 
directiou? "Well," said .Mr. GlWdon, 
*‘I think that, generally speaking, the 
government of <!«mida Is beUipil the 
spirit of the ago* It Nectiui unable to 
follow the Star of Empire on its west¬ 
ward course. This Is due to Its central¬ 
isation in Ottawa, 1 presume. Now. 
take the case of the War Eagle mine. 
That company opened up the mine, ami 
were the men who have made the min 
oral wealth of Trail Creek known. The 
mine is iu a district that Is quite close 
to the 1’tilted States line, ami on ac¬ 
count of the miserable lack of railroad 
facilities in Cm tut du the owners bad tc 
have their ora tarried through tin 
States to it smelter, ft was also neces¬ 
sary for them to purchase supplies of 
all kinds either iu Butte or Bpoknuc. 
both towns being iu the United States. 

S There was necessarily soma duty to la* 
paid to the Canadian government and 
the need for a customs officer, so the 
officer was put on duty at the boundary, 
and so [wndmonious was the Canadian 
government that the salary of that cus¬ 
toms officer was ebarged to the War 
Eagle company, a matter of £10 per 
month. 

"It is pet I foggy pokisbneiM like that 
that is keeping back Canada and Is driv¬ 
ing the flower of the Canadian youth 
over the Hue Into the United States, for 
1 have been surpris'd every year during 
my resident'* In South Dakota and Mon- 
tnua to ipiMre the large number of 
Cnmuliuits fliat are coming to live on 
our side of the line, and how rapidly 
<bey become na ruralized cltlsens. 

"British Columbia Is moot undoubted¬ 
ly an almost untouched cornucopia of 
wealth, and If It can get the capital 
that \m needed for Its development, and 
the right kind of broad-minded m*n to 
W at the bead and front of Its affairs. 
It will become ©»e of the very wealthiest 
sfl the British poss e ssions. 


"I should like to see some really big 
development company that would bo In 
the hands of wealth and bra Ills tnke iti 
hand the work of opening up and mak¬ 
ing known the resources of British Co¬ 
lumbia, and I .tin confident that the syn¬ 
dicate that docs so will make ample re¬ 
turns, and will do splendid work for the* 
British empire nt Inrfre. and likewise 
provide rqoms for tens of thouaauds 
in Grant Britain who would like to gp to 
the American continent, bnt who for 
one reason or other do not rare to emi¬ 
grate to the United Htntes or Mexico.” 

IN WESTMINSTER DISTRICT. 

Mr. Morrison Opens His Campaign 
With n Meeting nt Mission. 

Mission City April 14.—The polltml 
hall In the electoral district of Now 
Westminster was sot in motion here 
ln*t evening by Aulay Morrison, the 
Liberal candidate for the district, ns- 
alsted by Alex Henderson, of N«*v 
Westminster, and Mr. McDonnell, of 
Vancouver. Thcr was a large attend¬ 
ance of electors at the meeting, tvhtcu 
was held in the Board of Trade lootn, 
and which was ably and Impartially pro 
sided over by Mr. l»e<*bri*ny, who, upon 
motion, took the chair. He thanked the 
electors for the honor conferred upon 
him. and asked for a fair, patient bear¬ 
ing. H* then invited Captain Living¬ 
stone Thompson* of Hatsle. and Reeve 
Cade, of Mission, to take seats on the 
platform, an Invitation which these 
gentlemen accepted. C. J. Him was en- 
nmnlously chosen ns secretary. 

Mr. Morrison was the first to address 
the audience, which he did iu an able, 
logical speech. He sold the present v :im 
not a scheduled meeting, and expressed 
the hope that at an early date he would 
have the pleasure of addressing the e t»e -1 
tors upon the questions of the day iu i 
the cotu|Niuy of his friend, Mr. Atkin¬ 
son. the (V»muTvntive candidate. II-, 
then for some time spoke clearly anl; 
lucidly Concerning ike question* now l e 
foie the electorn of Canada,a ml <-*- 
pecbtUy so the history of the facts lead¬ 
ing tip to the legislation known ns rot* 
rcindiitl bill, tiow being so warmly dis¬ 
cussed In tlic house of commons. After 
giving a brief sketch of the historical 
oocarranee.i from the conquest of Cxi- 
nda. the speaker quoted date by date i 
iu the elenreat way the legislation whi n 
ha*l been un«lertaken with reference *o 
th:* rights of minorities in the matter •*£ 1 
education up to Confederation in 18tl7. 
From this point he look up the History 
of what Is ut present agitating the i ro- 
vihee of Mnnitohn and all Canada. The 
bill of rights of 18419. drawn up by (he 
first council, as well ns three Inter on •». 
was dealt with to show that the riglt:* 
claimed for the present minority arc 
bused upon no special treaty. The pro¬ 
visional government under these bfli* 
are explicitly refused recognition by Che 
Dominion government, but In 1871 rn 
act was passed allowing separate 
schools, which however, was repealed !n 
1WV|, .rod the present non-*eetnrlun 
school act passed by the legislature of 
Manitoba. He then discussed nt some 
length the act of 1800, and the reason 
for passing it. 11c showed that tin* 
minority received a very much larger 
share of the per capita grant for educa¬ 
tional purposes than fbe others did. The 
system was defective. So much so that 
the illiteracy of the minority was a 
scandal to tlu whole province. After ra- 
vi< wing the steps taken through' the 
courts, and the strict meaning of the 
privy council of England, he itointed « nt 
th** necessity for showing that a griev¬ 
ance existed. The Indefensible action 
of the federal governmPiit in connec¬ 
tor with the whole affair was referred 
to briefly. He then apologized for the 
ueerasary dryness of an historical 
«l*(eb, nnd concluded this portion of 
his remarks nu.id considerable nppbrara. 
8everpI questions were asketl Mr. Mor¬ 
rison. all of which he answered satis¬ 
factorily. 

Mr. Henderson was applauded ou com¬ 
ing forward. He iK-gnn by observing 
tlmt the large attendance present imlj- 
rsfed the warm interest they were tak¬ 
ing In federal politics, n feature which 
he was delighted to observe. He thfen 
referred to the debt of tlu* Dominion, 
which bud been* increased enormously 
by the Conservative government. The 
national debt of Great Britain during 
the same fierlod hud bceu greatly re¬ 
duced. as was likewise that of the 
United States. Comparison* were made 
between the debt am! sXjiendltura of 
the country during the rgime «»f Hon. 
Alex. Mackenzie and that of the Con¬ 
servative party office that period. The 
increase ill the Indebtedness nad expen¬ 
diture of the Dominion wns traced to 
ths? extravagance and corruption of the 
Conservative government. In proof of 
this assertion Mr. Henderson quoted In¬ 
stances In which the grossest of hood to¬ 
wn nnd miil-ndiuinistrntion hud b<--n 

WOTtil. No otlwr conclusion could be 
nuched. said the speaker' by n n honest 
“mn. than that the government was in¬ 
capable and corrupt. The way in wdiich 
the province had l*eeii deolt with iu the 
matter of expenditure of public money* 
HtKfn urgent and needed improvements 
wxs referred to and the nnnner In 
which l»c brought out his in.lni- in re¬ 
gards to the neglect which hud been 
WMUUfeated in relation to the Frashr 
river brought down the house with 
ronmls of applause. 'rheu the flsral 
tvdlev of the Dominion government was 
taken In hand by Mr. nenderson.

“Maureen's Fairing," hr arc* tlu* other 
tak*« In the book, I* of that laud wkcuo* 
emigrate #ubjcc*s for joke* lu the Aiucr- 
ieau comic itaiier**, on a mountain slope 
of.which two aid women stood at twi¬ 
light u? a cabin door. “Across the nar¬ 
row vaMpv they confronted a rang** of 
hills softer and greener, whose ridgi 
still rose* into the light of the summer 
mm-setting; hut the valley Itself was 
full of long shadows, and it* windings 
i tided to right and left in u faint liaxe 
paler nnd dimmer than the melting 
gyro* of blue suiokc." Maureen is a

Dialogues, fable* 
anil reading exercise* from condnuoUM 
text ere given early In the Isnik nud 
continued through on t. Tbe advantage 
of thl* i* obvious when the yonug stu¬ 
dent is promoted into authors. Tin* 
study of form* begins with the ver»>, 
followed by the 0-<k*cleu«lon of nouns. 
Mr. W. 0. Cotter’ll Introduction to tho 
text book is a discussion of the future 
place *»f Greek in school curriculum*, 
lie Udieve* that Greek composition 
must go, since Latin composition affords 
sufficient scope for tbut particular kind 
of diKcipliuc.

The sale of 
Macaulay’s work In this country was very 
great, as It soon Appeared In several edi¬ 
tions. The work I* still selling well lu 
both (Ireut Brltalu aud the United Ktates. 

Two or three of Mncnulny's British sue- 
eoisor* have had great sueceM boll* lit this 
country and at home. Green’s "Short 
History of the English People" ha* almost 
rivalled Macaulay • history lu popularity, 
and. Indeed, may yet outaell It. It ha* been 
made a school textbook In Great Bri¬ 
tain aud the United States, and thk* bus 
enormously Increased It* awe. Home «f 
the dry Miuuiarles that pasn for school 
hlstorlea have sold by hundreds of thoqs- 
nnda. but they are hardly to be cousldered 
lu any discussion of the popularity of his¬ 
tory of literature. 

Green'a longer work nlwi has sold wide¬ 
ly on both shies of the Atlantic, and now 
the elaborately Illustrated four-volume edi¬ 
tion of the “short History’’ Is having a re¬ 
markable sale (or so expensive a l»ook 
Green's sucres* I* the more striking In 
thnt his work goes over ground thar had ] 
already been covered in the works of mod¬ 
erate size by others, and Is a signal in¬ 
stance of the value that style u»ay give 
to a popular history. Kroudu'a "History of 
KiigiaiiU," although it extends to many 
volumes, speedily had a large sale on 
both Rides of the Atlantic, and Is still sell¬ 
ing. s'though the method of the author 
has been assailed bitterly.' 

Freeman, who would not have eared to 
have been called a rival of Fronde, Iihk uot 
had his popular success either at home or 
in America, although the "Norman • o>- 
quest ” sin tiding alone a* It-does, has sold 
well In both countries.

property to both author and publlNher. 

Prescott has hod a greater popular suc¬ 
cess than any other American historian, 
uot even exei-ptlug Motley. Ills works »re 
still selling lu Isrgv numbers. Itam-rntt 
although of wide repute, was never really 
popular, and the aggregate sule of his his¬ 
tory lu the last forty-live year* has been 
probably much smaller than his renders 
suppose. Motley bad a quick Success with 
Ills Dutch histories, aud they Are still in 
ready demand, as they have been from the 
time of their publication. 

Park man's popularity baa greatly Increas¬ 
ed within the past twenty years. His 
first work. "The Oregon Trail," puhlahed 
nearly fifty years ago. wns so successful 
that he published nothing elss for fifteen 
years. Though It stands apart f:-oui his 
other works. It lias come to share their 
popularity. The book was written na the 
result of n hunting trip to th# far North- 
west, ami was not a port of any historic 
plan. His works In twelve volumes are 
now sclllug freely throughout till* country 
and In t'aniidn.
